The Canadian Northwest, the gen- 
tlemen say, presents much the sare 
conditions as at this time last 'yeer, 
the activity 1n all lines continuing ua- 
abated. A late phase of the develop- 
ment has been tke rise in ‘réality 
values in Winatpeg, a recent deal be- 
ing closed for a very desirable piece 
at the figure of $1,509 a foot. All 
through the provinces the prosperous 
conditions are malntained, the ons 
great hancicap being the lack of ade- 
quate facilities in the matier of trans- 
portation. Despite ithe greater efforts 
of the Canadian Pacific to move ihe 
crop this year, despite the fact ‘that a 
much largex quantity has been moved 
out so far than ever before in a like 
period, the Minneapolis men found a 
state of congestion that is a jhandicap 
upon grain shippers and farmers, 
They found the statement that ths 
country is growing ahead(of its +rans- 
portation facilities borne out My eyvi- 
dence on every: hand. “I cannot say 
that the idea of reciprocity and closer 


ixade relationship wiih the United 
States has grown much since last 
year,” said John ‘Washburn. “The 


moncyed interests of Winnipeg and 
the Canadian Northwest dco not in- 
cline favyprably towards the sugges-- 
tion. The reports from Detroit as io 
the views expressed by prominent 
Canadian business men at thai: con- 
vention, are about in line with» what 
one hears in (Winnipeg. The Cana- 
dian Pacific road is not a factor for 
closer trade relationship, but rather 
the contrary. The bankers, and as 
a rule, the leading merchants, are in- 
different. Their country, they say, Is 
48 prosperous as could ossibly be de- 
sired. Business 1s good. They: are do- 
ing very well, and are content. 


“But if one goes a litile deeper there 
will be found to be a growing senil- 
ment on the part of the farmer, favor- 
Ing closer trade relationship with our 
qgountry. Of course it would be ab- 
surd for a superficial observer to try 
to estimate what proportion of this 
class favors reciprocity. But from 
what we saw I believe the idea has 
grown since last year,,and it 4s jo this 
sentiment on the part of the farmers 
and grain trade interesis only, that 
Americzn business men who advocate 
reciprocity, may fook for help across 
the line, Tkey would welcome any 
change that would enable them to get 
their grain to marki quicker, as they 
could do if it were possthle to ship ii 
to Minneapolis without restriction, 
The American has worked much into 
evidence in usiness lines since last 
year. 


“The banks, hotels, and railroad of-- 
fices remain aimost entirely in the 
nanas vi Canadians, but in a few, of 
the mercantile lines American influ- 
ence is working to the front, whiie in 
the grain trade of Manitoba the Am- 
trican influence will soon predomin- 
are if the Canadians don’t watch out.”

Ss, donations of money, 
land grants, bond guarantees, tax and 
ola2r exemptions, the value of which 
would in the aggregate amount to not

Whereas, no evidence has been ad- 
duced to show, that ‘these enormous 
Subsidies have been applied to the con- 
Siruction or equipment of the various 
railways, against which there stand lia- 
bilites in stock and bonds io sums 
greater than the cost of the proper- 
ties; and :

Victoria Colonist; The sale of seal 
skins held in {:vadon yesterday 
hrouguit the highest price ever realized 
for the skins taken by the pelagic, seal+ 
ers, the average being 91.6,-or about 

$22.26, for the skins taken in Behring 
poet, an advance @i/40 per cent. on the 
price realized last season, and the high- 
est price ever realized for the; Behring 
Sei skins, This top notch price was re- 
alized at the Hudson’s Bay company’s 
sale, while the skins sold at ‘Lampson’s 
—where about half theicatch was sent 
—received 7-6 less on the average, than 
the skins sold by the Hudson’s Bay 
company. The skins sold by Lampson’s 
were mostly these taken on the Brit- 
ish Columbia coast, although there 
were some Behring Sea, and Japanese 
skins, the Behring sea skins _ being 
those taken by the schooner Umbrina, 
which operates outside the Sealing 
company. Her skins brought an aver- 
age of 84 shillings, while those sold at 
ihe Hudson’s Bay brought an average 
of 91.6. 


The prices realized in detail were as 
fol.ows;; Hudewa’s Bay company’s sale; 

73.6, These were a 
iot of over 4,000 skins, the "property of 
Victorian, Including Captains Balcorz, 
Grant and others, being taken off Cape 
Horn and the Eputh Shetlands by the 
schooners Edward Roy and Beatrice L.

Even Japan can frequent the waters 
of the Behring Sca with her fleets, 
and seal as they ‘please, and at any 
time of the year, using shotguns the 
whole season, to the detriment of the 
British Colurabis, sealers, who are re- 
stricted to the twostromy months and 
are compelled to use spears. 


The British Columb sealers are be- 
ginning to belheve that they are the 
Ismaclites, of the sda, ind that every 
nation’s hand is against them. The 
campaign of hampering restrictions 
was commenced in 1886, when the 
United States government seized 
their schooners, and imprisoned and 
persecuted the crews 

The frequent appeals to the Imper- 
ial government for assistance result- 
ed in nothieg but the formulation of 
restrictive regulations, which were en- 
forced on the seziers after being im- 
posed by the Paris arbitration in- 1894. 
These restrictions deprive the sealers 
of the best and mosi profitable part 
of the season in (tite ‘hest~ sealing 
grounds. i 

Another hvumilating fact Bornz I 
mind by the local sealers is ‘the zlow- 
ness in which the imperial govern- 
ment upholds their rights;-fer al- 
though the claims of the seven Vic- 
toria schooners seized by*the Russians 
were all prepared and filed for some 
time prior to the United Sitates claims 
for the four schooners seizei* by Rus- 
sian cruisers under similar circun- 
stances at the same time of :the.Vic- 
toria vessels, the claims of ihe /United 
States schooners have been all paid, 
while but two of the Victoria ‘schoon- 
ers have received compensation. 

In connection with sealing matters 
the following despatch from Wash- 
ington under date of Monday, will be 
of interest; 

The irezsury agent of ite seal fish- 
eries on the Pribylo7f islands, Alaska, 
reports that the lessees of the seal- 
ing priviiege, the Warth American 
Commerical company, as the result of 
the current season’s op:rations, 2c- 
cepted and shipped 22,301 skins as the 
total catch of the season, being: a de- 
crease of 368 as compared with 19/1. 

The report indicates a more siable 

condition of the saal herd than has 
heretoiore prevailed, undoubtedly due 
to the diminished caich oi {he British- 
American sealing ileet. Reports from 
various sources indicate increased ac- 
tivity om the pirt of the Japanese 
pelagic sealers in Behring Sea.
